From organisational point of view it brought out the many difficulties 
involved in keeping this part in working order and yet remain on a voluntary 
basis, some of this yet has to be ironed out and the future alone can tell 
as to how it can be kept working with the greatdemands placed upon the leaders 
and executives.

WED. OCT 11th. 1961 ... We were seated at the breakfast table of the Pres, 

ident of the Perth U.F.O Society. Mr Cyril Jones, we had hardly begun when 
Mr Jones looked up from his plate and said. I think we are going to see 
something tonight. it was said so casullay nad certainly he was in no form 
of trance j so upon enquiry he replied that he felt he had a te’Lepathic mes¬ 
sage to that effect and that it would be between 8.15 and 8.30. p.m. that 
night. 

ThBBe was no doubt that he meant it and ce. tainly we felt a great deal of 
excitement. , it was gratifying to me also to see a mutual friend and worker 
getting things through*’ exactly as I had done myself previously, this was 
sure confirmation, of direct telepathy .

It certainly v/as in no hurry as it moved across from one direction of 
the sky to the other, majestic is all one could call it.taking about a minute 
to cover this span, it naturally was reall y moving, yet it was sufficiently 
slow to allow perfect sighting for all those fortunate ones to observe it. 
and more IT V/AS ON TIME. 

Total witnesses about twenty. all who testified as to it without variation 
of detail. This got a good \ic?ite up in the next mornings press . and 
certainly was a great start for the Convention . thus they gave us their 
blessings on our proceedings . and it almost appeared that their benediction 
was said for those travelling east at the close of the stay. . 
this is related in. the third incident . of sightings to follow.

Someone got a ” message ” that there would be another sighting the next night 
so a party of the South Australian folk struggled up onto a highsand dune ' ‘ 
a no mean feat for some who were elderly pensioners, and there we sat with‘ 
rugs around us. watching^ gazing, and then it came • crossing the sky at 
steady level, but to the experi4nced eye of the leader ^ he quickly knew they 
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WEIiE OBSERVING NOBE OTHER THAN AN AMERICAN SATELLITE. How disappointing. 

Some of the party took some convincing, but it was a good lesson in remaining 
very objective and not letting wishful thinking run away with us. It was 
also a good proof that we DO accept things for what they are and evaluate all 
in their true light. 

Slowly we watched this magnificent achievement of man trace its path through 
the sky. truly a wonderful sight especially for those who have neven witnessed 
it before, and then it beagn to fall into the horizon yondr and finall vanished. 
And then it happened . 


No sooner had the manmade satellite disappeared, than from the same point of 
the sky four large flashing lights appeared one after the other speeding into 
four different directions of the sky.. Certainly like flashing falling stars 
and they could have been meteirs we do not deny that, but these usualy if in 
formation at all follow the same path, unless they collide with another object 
and disintegrate there path however seemed to indicate four different ob¬ 
jects. rather than one split into four, the colour was raddishorange 
Time no more than 30 seconds. 

Well whether they were meteors or falling stars, they certainly turned up 
on time as indicated to the one who recieved the " message " and after all 
meteors and falling stars don’t send telepathic time appointments to humans.

SIGHTING NUMBER THREE . 

SAUCER OBJECT FOLLOWS TRAIN PROM PERTH. 

The first indication of this event was related to me by one of our party on 
the train to the effect that on the second night out. from Perth after tweleve 
we would have a sighting. 

Truthfully I fell asleep not long beiBore this hour and so have to let the 
lucky ones relate this incident . here it is in their own words compiled 
together . 

The one who actually witnessed this was none other than June Marsden 
who saysj that she waited up and it was about two thirty a. m. when she was 
looking out of the compartment window of the carriage and she saw this 
large object reddish yellow , a litole larger than the moon to normal 
vision, pacing at a low level the train. 

It began to dart forward, then lessen its pace so as not to beyond her 
vision y this is continued to do for quite a time keepin* pace, drop¬ 
ping a Ittle in level , now darting forward, thenrising a little. 

She decided to get the other women of the party to observe it and went 
to their compartments, but was unable to arouse them .at first but when 
they looked out there was no sign of the object. 

She then decided to return to her own carriage and looked out again 
putting the lights out to see clearer, at first she thought it had gone 
but suddenly it reappeared again and then it sv/ished over the train to . op 
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tho opposite side, quite low over the tops of the carriages. 

Rushing to the other side she was just able to see it vanish into the 
distance. 

We would like to mention that this is not the first time an incident has 
happened on this very stretch of country almost identioal v/ith the above 
in which a Saucer buzzed a Transcontinental train. 

Our records of quite q few years back relate an incident in which a Bud 
car, ( A small diesal train of a few carriages ) was buzzed and followed by 
an almost similar object. 

Investigations into this through Railway sources however found such a tight 
security block that we could only ascertain a few facts which at least 
indicated that something big had happened hence the tight lips of the 
authorities and the extreme difficulty in getting further information. 
Breifly the facts are as above except that the whole incident so scared 
the driver of the car who saw it dashing in front of the train and thought 
there might be q collision, and then to follow the car on the side as in 
the above case. 

The whole of this incident so upset the man that he had to be retired with 
nervous shock from tne Department after ipuch trouble and many exam; inations 
V/e regret that this occurred early in the history of this society when we 
did not have as much experience or as many to assist us in investigations 
as we have today. 

We also add that the area in both cases is very close to the Woomera Rocket 
Range aite. but do not insist that it had anything to do with that , merely 
pointing out that the locality in both cases was almost the same.

The quoted passages state clearly the origin, the name , the result of the 
entry of a star into our solar system which will then become a double star 
system. 

Since certain times and conditions are given we can approach this prophecy 
from another angle. 

The Captain claims that thesecond sun will enter our solar system from the 
direction of Cancer. He further states, s 

” After reaching the area of the large planetary bodies, it will en¬ 
counter the repulsive force of the sun, but in its rear it will then have the 
weight of large bodies al eo imparting a force of repulsion to it in the 
opposite direction • 

” The orbits of sll the planets will bo changed. Pluto willbe ejected 
from the system , and will wander through space until it finds some, new 
haven • It will be soon, toward the end of this century .

It is evident that these statements imply a certain grouping of at least the 
large planets and at a certain time as well to allow for the nev/ sun to enter 
For example , it v/ould not do if we found the planets moving on collision 
courses with the new sun • If Pluto is the only planet to be ejected and 
the others peservod so that life can continue, we shall expect to find them 
in positions to allow this to take place. 

In order to ascertain the situation of the planets at the end of this cen¬ 
tury, I have plotted the courses of the outer planets in Diagram ” A 

see next page. 


In parenthesis I would like to mention that one needs to read Dino Kraspedon’s 
book 9 because the Captain ’ s theory of the mechaniss of the solar system 
is somewhat different to ours. 

Studying the diagram we fjnd something very remarkables 

All the x)al:iets., except Pluto , form a spiralling tail pointing in the opposite 
direction to the entry of the second sun. This v/ill, ii I undeiscand the terms- 
of the Capoain, might assist the entry of the new sun, and being caught in the 
magnetic field of our solar system , will follow in the ,'^ake of the planets, 
and, through the spiralling line of them . or through the fork the make with 
the sun , be forced closr and closer to the magnetic centre of the system. 

^his arraignment allows the planets to be moved simultaneously further out 
to the new orbits without risking a collision . 

Pluto, in this period of time , will have passed ii:s closest approach to the 
sunand therefor will have an outward momentum <> 

A slight pressur of the new sun sould then easily push Pj.uto outside the 
magnetic field of our solar system .

Flying Saucer research xvork has now developed into such a wide scope 
that it has begun to resolve itself into various schools of thought, 
some of whom are wide and open minded others which seem to socialise in 
one particular theme, and in some cases this has brought many to the 
stage where thqybegin to have unwillingness to see the other fellows point 
of view and even at times to harshly criticise certain fields of thought 
which they do not approve or perhaps have made no attempt to understand. 

In this regard the above subjects have become tl^butt for a great deal of 
unkind , harsh and even almost bitter condemnation from the folk who 
class them selves as the factualists. although methinks it savours of 
a plain straight out " I am better than thou attitude " A KIKD OP LOOK= 

ING DOVflJ THE NOSE SNOBBISH CONTEMPT , for those who are not so enlightened 
as me. business. 

Apart from the volumous evidence of History which proves these people who 
had faculties which were above normal, mciny of whom today arc accepted by 
those very critics are of high esteem, one cannot entirely ignore this 
phenoqaenom as unworthy of consideration . 

It appears to the writer that the main thing is that there has not been 
sufficient earnest investigation . to sort it all out and that the main 
trouble is that everything along this line is jumbled together as all 
being the same, and therefor because some of it has proved unreliable 
or at times contradictory . and even hoaxes,that they are all the same. 

But arc they, all unworthy of consideration ?. 

First let us examine E.S.P. that very polite fashionable term for all 
Peyohic phenomenon, today Extra sensory Perception, is admitted and is 
vastly becoming more earnestly studidd from a scientific point of view 
today, for if you talk of E.S.P. you are fashionable and listened to by 
the " cream of the intellectuals???, but talk of psychism . telepathy, 
and immediately you get the cold freeze, the uplifted eyebrow look, 
the sympathetic inane look given to a grovelling microbe. 

Frankly lets be honest E.S.P. is only another popular fashionable name for 
all the things occuring now and have been for centuries in the psychic 
field, so lets forget E.S.P and get down to what it really is. 

Psychic Phenomenon, either from the human mind, or from a deeper source 
of the yet so little understood part of man,his spirit, which is in touch 
with a kingdom of spirit, so yet untouched by man that anything yet 
manifested or known is but a scratch on a huge surface. 

First we must separate the true psychic acts from that of telepathy, 
although they are very closely separated. 

I contend that Telepathy is distinct at teast in reception to the more 
commonly known psychic demonstrations, hence we will first deal with 
the general forms of psychic phenomenon. 
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Let us list these various forms of psychic manifestations. 

1. Clairvoyance. 

2. Clairaudience 

3. Autoioatic writing. 

4 Trance mediumship 

Deep Trance mediumship. 

These I feel at least cover the main forms of such, each of them distanct 
yet generally closely related. 

4. All of these have heen demonstrated for centuries and the Bible is full 
of cases which can be none other than some of these. 

However the aversion of the general religionist is that they are often 
cases of Spirit control of the lower astral orders and this cannot be denied 
in BO many cases, but it it not possible in the limited scope of these pages 
to cover a discussion of the difference between Spiritism .(lower astral con¬ 
trol ) and Spiritualism, control by the Holy Spirit or angelic beings of 
God vjider His command. One thing however is certain that they are easy to 
discern . for by their fruits ye shall knew them / and if the evidence 
proves such controls to be contradictory to the higher laws of God then 
it is very evident that the control is. not of the highest 

It is however in the field of the relationship to the Plying i^aucer work 
that at the moEont we are particularly interested, and our desire is to 
show iiat the above forms of Psychic practic es HAVE sad to say brought 
many ctses of saucer research not only into ridicule but open contempt 
because of the sometimes utter bilge that is given , and when compared 
with others claiming to have the same reception . completely contradict 
confusirg , and often denying, the opposite view claimed by the. other . 

It is no wonder that earnest people turn from it, yet it does not mean that 
there are and still are folk who are working on a very high level and 
do "get" things through which are of great benefit to mankind. 

Personally I am very averse to the so called talking with the dead, 
form of woik. it all seems to be so open to cheating and even some of the 
greatest spiritualists do not neh;' that such deceptions DO take place at i 
tikes, and if these capable adepts of such can be decived what hope has 
the common seeker who comes in all simplicity endevouring to find the truth. 

Pk*om having observed and seen and witnessed many such sloppy sentimental 
relatives dug up. to an equal gullible public seeking for comfort , I 
have come away feeling that it was certain to me if not to others that 
whilst not denying they may have been in touch and controlled by a spirit 
that spirit to often is one from a very low order of the astral plane 
and as such it is better to get a bit higher up in the scale before trust¬ 
ing ones future or destiny into their hands. 

It is the folk who are working on these low levels that are doing the harm 
NOT the genuine people who have recieved of God one or more of those spirit¬ 
ual gifts promised as Gifts of the Holy Spirit. 
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Let us look for a while at this telepathic gift, in contrast to the other 
deeper psychic gifts. 

Mental telepathy, can he thoughts recieved from another mind or intelligence 
and many cases of this have been ably demonstrated here on earth, one of 
hiimans contacting others over vast distances. ^ 

but for this case we want to examine the claims of those who say they have 
recieved messages from outer space beings, and it must be understood by this 
that we mean not in any trance form or deep trance, but with a clear open 
mind of what is occurring around them , with no sense of any form of the mind 
being submerged by another force as is in the deeper forms of psychic phen¬ 
omenon. the mind being absolutely in control and fully aware of what is taking 
place and able if sodesired to cut it off or continue, the will of the re¬ 
cipient being fully in control. 

there have been various ways of reception and its effect on the reciever. 
some tell of a tingling sensation at the back of the neck, others speak of 
s slight sense of pain around the head, others of a feeling that the cent¬ 
ral point of the forehead is being activated, quite a few speak of all these 
happening in soke form or other. 

The message being recieved is as one is " hearing" a conversation in the head 
as one does in a telephone, but in this case into the mind and NOT into the 
ear. the reciever is then usually urged to speak it out what is being said 
others have felt the urge to "write it down " which all of course is another 
modified form of the previous psychic gifts of clairaudience or auto matic 
writing, but instead of being ina trance and their own mind " under control 
the reciever is fully aware of ifliiat is going on and in full control himself. 

This I feel gives at least a little clearer picture of the great difference 
between actual psychic claims and those wdio are telepathic recievers. 
it is true it is generally found easier to concentrate on the message com¬ 
ing throu^ if the eyes are closed and one meditates . butnot necessarily say 
essential , it is simply like listening to good music with the eyes closed 
and in a receptive mood. 

It may be that others will come forward and express their ideas on this 
and thus we may be able to better understand the messages we are getting 
from our space brothers a little better and with less misunderstanding, 
the writer has written this in this hope that the telepaths of the saucer 
field may be better abd more justly understood and not to be all classed 
together on a basis that all this psychic phenomenon is the same . 

A great deal of vital help will be found when we are willing to face this 
thing and sort it all out. for we AEE getting messages and it is up to 
us to see that we do the right thing and not throw away the wheat with 
the chaff.

m MIGHT BRING BACK LIFE TO TtlE MOON . 

From The News London Bureau. 

London. Thurs. s. The first men on the moon might find a number of apparent- 
lydead creatures which would come back to life if they were brought to earth, 
says Dr. Audrey Smith . 

Dr, Smith is a member of the National Institute for Medical Research, now 
working on the effects of low temperatmres on cells , tissue, organs and 
whole animals . 

Writing in the Journal " Discovery" . Dr. Smith sayss. " The capacity to 
enter and remain for long periods in the state of latent life( anabiosis) 
under adverse natural conditions such as severe drought, intense heat, and 
bitter cold may be essential for the survival of many species. 

" A variety of potentially living creatures may be lyingdormant on the 
moon or on other planets and might come back to life if they were brou^t 
back to earth". 

She said that experiments in freezing and then " resurrecting" animals 
raised the problem of the diagnosis and definition of death . 

" We can only say that it is the condition from which reanimation is not 
possible by any currently known means" " Eventually" she said " methods 
may be devised for treating whole organs ar whole animals with protective 
substances and storing them for long periods in the frozen state at very 
low temperatures. " ..
